SUMMARY
The Community Services Department, through the Washoe County Purchasing and

Contracts Manager, requests award of Bid No. 3007-17 for the purchase of three (3)
replacement 66,000 GVWR Truck Cab/Chassis in the amount of $357,411 and award of
Bid No. 3008-17 for two (2) replacement 60,000 GVWR Cab/Chassis in the amount of
$226,350 to the lowest responsive responsible bidder, Sierra Freightliner Sterling
Western Star Inc. On November 30, 2016, bid numbers 3007-17 and 3008-17 were
released requesting bids for three (3) 66,000 GVWR truck cablchassis and two (2) 60,000

GVWR truck cablchassis to replace existing units on behalf of Equipment Services for
the Roads Operation of the Community Services Department.

Strategic Objective supported by this item: Safe, secure and healthy communities.

PREVIOUS ACTION
On June 9,2015,the Board of County Commissioners (Board) approved the award of bid
No. 2936-15 to the lowest responsive responsible bidder [staff recommended Sierra
Freightliner Sterling Western Star Inc. in the amount of $358,800] for the purchase of
three (3) replacement 66,000 GVWR Truck Cab/Chassis for the Community Services

Department Operations Division.

BACKGROUND
The Roads Operation utilizes a fleet of twenty-two Q2) heavy duty dump trucks to
support year round operational needs; all of which are equipped with front end snow
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plows and material sanders for use during the winter season. Three (3) new truck
cablchassis will be outfitted with dump bodies, srfow plows and sanding rrritr and will
replace three existing units which have reached the end of useful life and were projected
for replacement in the Equipment Services FY'17 capital replacement budget. The Roads
Operation also utilizes two tractor cab/chassis for towing the transport traiLr required for
moving heavy equipment and for pulling dump trailers used to haul construction
materials to various work locations in the Truckee Meadows. These will also replace two
existing units that have reached the end of their useful life. The Invitation to Bid was
duly advertised in the Reno-Gazette Journal and through the online services of
www.demandstar.com resulting in the receipt of the foltowing bids:

F'ISCAL IMPACT
The purchase price for the three (3) 66,000 GVWR truck cablchassis is $357,411 and for
the two (2) 60,000 GVWR truck cablchassis is $226,350. Funds for these puichases have
been collected through Equipment Services' replacement charges and sufficient cash is
available in Fund 669, which is an internal service fund separate from the General Fund.
Budget authority in the estimated amount of $645,000 is included in the Fiscal year
2016-17 669-l equipment capital budget of $2,610,000. Expenditures will be posted to
85691702-781004.

RECOMMENDATION
It is recommended that the Board of County Commissioners award Bid No. 3007-17,to
purchase three replacement 66,000 GVWR Truck Cab/Chassis for $357,41 1, and Bid No.
3008-17, to purchase two replacement 60,000 GVWR Truck CablChassis for $226,350,
from the lowest responsive responsible bidder [staff recommends Sierra Freightlinei
Sterling Western Star Inc.] for the Community Services Department Operations Division.
